Bad Habits Ineradicable. 


Irenwus, in the N, Y. Observer, saya :— 
It is a question worth a moment's thought, 
‘*Is any bad habit corrected after a per- 
son is twenty years old 1" 

If we answer the question in the neg- 
ative—and I am strongly inclined to take 
that side—the duty of parents and teachers 
is invested at once with tremendous re- 
sponsibility. 

You meet a man after a separation of a 
of years. The same habits mark him now 
that woro his before. The child is so tru- 
ly the father of the man, that the man of 
sixty has the ways that made him notable 
when a boy. He carries his head just as 
he did, is stooping or straight, quick or 
slow, talks through his nose or not, pro- 
nounces words wrong, just as he did when 
@ young man, and repeats himself-all the 
days of his life. 


I know some of the most polished gentle- 
men, of the highest culture, who invariably 
say Africar for Africa, Asiar for Asia, 
Jamaicar for Jamaica, and, in fact, they 
distinctly add the letter + towords ending 
in a, especially to proper names.

Malaria. 


The New York Times, speaking of the 
fever and ague—and the pr back- 
ache, weakness, giddiness, &c., which aro * 
its forerunners, now so common in New 
York, says that the malaria which induces 
these complaints is not confined to the 
city, but occupies'a very large area of tho 
surrounding country. After giving a brief 
account of its ravages, especially of late 
years, the Times, accounts for its origin by 
the fact that settlers in wooded districts 
hitherto healthy, by breaking up the ground 
and cutting away the trees, bring the disor-

School House Ventilation. 


What the laws of health demand will be 
readily comprehended, when it is remembered 
that the ban ey of pure air necessary to each 
pet for healthy Zeapication is, according to 
Drs. Arnold, Tredgold, and other high stand- 

ard authorities, four cubic feet per minute, or 
240 cubic feet per hour. -A school of fifty 
pupils would, therefore, require 200 cubic feet 
per minute, or 12,000 cubic feet per hour, 
_ As this quantity of air must be introduced 
into the room from without, the same quantity 
of vitiated air must bo expelled. As the 
schoo] buildings under construction are con- 
structed, the air can obtain ingress or egress 
only through open windows, creating a cold 
current upon the heads and necks of the pupils 
—-A process dangerous to health, and, there- 
fore to be avoided. On this point Mr. Angus 
Smith has said, Though a foul blast is a 
slow poison, we must not forget that « blast 
of cold air may slay like a sword.” 

To obviate these difficulties, Mr, Daniel 
Leach, the Superintendent of Public Schools 
in this city, suggested a plan devised by him- 
self several years ago, capable of being ap- 
plied to any of our school buildings when 
needed at small cost, As an experiment it 
was tried on two rooms already referred to in 
the East Street school house. Tho plan em- 
braces four openings of equal length and width, 
two on each side of the room, and opposite 
each other ; the upper openings being about 
one foot below the ceilings and the lower ones 
near the floor. Into each of these openings 
is inserted a frame of slats, placed at « very 
acute angle, the upper ones forcing the incom- 
ing current directly against the ceiling, caus- 
ing its rapid diffusion through the upper at- 
mosphere of the room without detriment to 
the comfort of the pupils. This fact has been 
satisfactorily tested b very accurate chemical 
tests. These slats should be about three- 
eighths of an inch thick, and less than halfan 
inch apart. 

These openings are covered with slides 
moved at will, and heldin place bef weights 
suspended over pulleys. The slides. enable 
the teacher to regulate the flow of pure air 
80 as to preserve the uniformity in quantity, 
whatever may bethe force of the wind. xhe 
lower openingsare used only for expolling 
the noxious air which at times forms a 
stratum near the floor. But one of the open- 
ings is used at a time, and that opposite the 
direction of the wind. 

This description is enough to give a 
general idea of the plan of ventilation which 
has been on trial a year. The important 
question is, How does it work! According 
to the testimony of the teacher it has been 
entirely successful. The teacher of the 
intermediate rooms says the use of open 
windows for ventilation has been entirely 
superseded, and that she has enjoyed more 
comfort and better health since this experi- 
ment has been going on than she has known 
all the previous yor of her teaching in that 
building ; and the effect upon her pupils 
has beento improve their health, and to 
quicken them in their studies. The rooms 
haye been as comfortable in temperature 
as in any previous winter. with no additional 
expense for fuel, except on one or two of the 
Gaiden days, when an extra lialf hod full of 
coal was required. 

The only qbjection which has been heard 
to this mode is that it will enhance the ex- 

ense of warming the rooms. But this may 
ft said of any system of ventilation possess- 
ing any value, and on that ground of objec- 
tion we should ignore improvement, and ke 
on in'the future as we have in tho past. In 
this case, however, the objection is not valid. 
A careful examination shows that the method 
which this plan proposes of warming the cold 
air a8 it passes into the room by mingling it 
with the heated airnear the ceiling, is the 
most economical which can be adopted. - But 
admit it to be true that perfect 
ventilation costs more than none at 
all; what then? Is the health and comfort 
of pupils to be put in competition with the 
rice of a small allowance of coal? Surely nat. 
t is toolatoin the nineteenth century to think 
of keeping school houses closo and _unventila- 
ted on the ground of era Indeed it may 
be said, in the words of another: ‘“‘No state 
or town can afford to allow its achool child- 
ron to be slowly poisoned by breathing foul 
air, If we aro wise, wo shall be less lavish of 
expenditures on showy exteriors and boty 
halls, and more ready to spend on thorough 
ventilation. Nay, we shall insist on tho latter 
at any cost.” —V. E, Journal of Education.

Habits of Ohildhood—Sloap and 
Air, 

It is as important that habits ‘With rea- 
pect to sleopand airbo formed itichildyenas 
that their diet shall be properly regulated. 
For the first three or four weeks of its lifo 
tho infant sleeps noarly all the time, wak- 
ing only to satisfy tho demands of hunger. 

Even sooarly as this in the child’s life, 
its periods of waking may be so arrangod 
that they shall come inthe day-time and 
the whole of the night may be given to 
sleep. Tho health of the motherno leas 
than that of the child requires this. Thoro 
aro intelligent and judicious mothers who 
ao train their infants that during the first 
yoar of their lives they are invariably as- 
leep between six nt night and “six in the 
morning. This givea the mother twelve 
hours of unbroken rest from the care of her 
child. No mother or any other person 
who is nervous, irritable and worn. can 
soothe and quiet a worrying baby, Ton 
chances in eleven a food natured Daby will 
be made cross by the “unpleasant personal 
magnetism of a‘sick or nervous attendant. 
So that the highest hoalth of tho:child re- 
quires that she who'takes care of it shall be 
cheerful, buoyant, exuberant, and unless 
she has abundant sleep and recreation this 
is impossible. In youth the third part of 
the twenty-four hours is spent in sleep, and 
in many instances more than this, It 
requires longer to ‘‘knit up the web-of 
care” in some children than in others (the 
same is true of grown up people), and 
those in whose habits in respect to diet and 
exercise are normal shouldbe permitted 
to aleep as long as they will. The habit of 
carly rising is very valuablo and impor- 
tant, and should be formed by | requiring 
the child to go to bed so early that he will 
awake carly without being called. 

This is of importance in another respect 
not often mentioned—the eyes of those who 
go to bed early are not injured by exposure 
to artificial light, which is most baneful to 
both children and grownup people when 
they are very sleepy. Long and sound 
sleepers, aa a rule, attain the greatest lon- 
gevity, and the reason is obvious ; in sleep 
the brain and nerve centres recoyer, what 
they haye lost during the activities of the 
day, ant accumulate force to be again ex- 
pended. If the drafts of each day are hon- 
ored at night at the Bank of Sleep, bank- 
ruptey will be long in. coming. Upon the 
quality of the air breathed by young chil- 

ren depends in a large measure not_only 
healthfulness but immunity from’ disease. 
Prof, Youmans in his invaluable Hand-book 
of Household Science says; That the new- 
born and tender child should be infinitely 
susceptible to the influence of contaminated 
air, is what we might well expect. _ Weare 
therefore, not surprised that in the foul and 
stifling air of Iceland habitations, two out 
of three of all the children should die be- 
fore 12 days old. Opportunities have been 
afforded. in ‘hospitals to compare the eflects 
of puro and vitiated pir, and it haa been in- 
variably found that a neglect of atmoapher- 
ic conditions was accompanied by high 
rates of infant mortality, which promptly 
disappeared with the introduction of cffi- 
cient ventilation.

Railways at the Bottom of the 
Sea. - 


When railways on land were first talked 
of the projectors were credited with being 
visionary enthusiasts. What tlien is likely 
to be thought of those who seriously _ 
pose to have railways under the sea? A 
submarine carriage, of a most ingenious con- 
struction, hasrecently been invented in 
Paris to cross the channel, and nayigating 
deep riversand canals. The carriage is 
made of galvanized iron, andis hermetical- 
ly sealed. As its lightness, compared with 
the surrounding water, Would cause it at 
once to rise to the surface, it is attached to 
a heayy cight-wheeled truck, which runs on 
a line of rails laid down under the ocean. 
It is not fastened so securely, however, but 
in the event of an accident it could ‘be at 
once detached and allowed to ascend to the 
open air, when it would be easy to make 
for tho nearest port, The motive-power is 
supplied by two acrows and driven by means 
of compressed air, An enormous quantity 
of air is distributed through the interior in 
numerous pipes, for the benefit of the crew 
and passengers. We might enter still far- 
ther into details, and describe the electric 
light at the bows,which isto illuminate both 
the road and the interior of the vessel ; the 
entrance for the passengers, hermetically 
sealed when all are aboard; the strong — 
glass windows, out of which one may see 
the marvels of the deep; the raft carried 
on the roof, and the divers’ chambers at the 
stern.

touched any support from the tie when 
he dived off the Admiralty Pier, D. 
four minutes to one o'clock on Tuesday, 
until he landed himself on the Calais sands 
this morning at 10:41, ‘This unparalleled | 
offort occupied twenty-one hours and thrée- | 
quarters.

At 12:56p. m, on Tuesday, Captain Webb | 


diyod from one of the steps at the end of 


the Admiralty Pier, and commenced to 
awim to the “French const. He was ac- 
companied by a lugger and two row-boata. 


The lugger was in command of Mr, To:ns, 
an experienced pilot, and in addition to 
the crew there were on hoard several rep- 
resentatives of the press; Mr. A. G. Payne 
and Mr. H. Wilkinson, of the Ilex 
Swimming Club, who were deputed to sce 
that the feat was carried out in a bovia fide 
manner ; and an expert diver, named Bak- 
er, to render service if it should be necess- 
ary. One row-boat kept constantly in 
front of the smimmer, to direct his course 
and supply refreshments, and in the bow 
of this, for the whole of the 21} hours, 
sat Mr. G. H. Ward, Captain Webb's 
cousin, to watch his kinsman and attend 
to his wants. After dark one of tho ref- 
erees was continually in one of tho row- 
boats. The other was used to communi- 
cate between the watch-boat andthe lugger, 
The awim commenced at half-cbb tide, and 
for three of ‘an hour Webb's 
course was 8, y S. His pace averaged 
twenty-six strc tothoniinute. Tho cbb 
current carried him as far down Channel 
as Lydden. Spout, but meanwhile his 
powerful ‘and methodical stroke had enabl- 
ed him to propel himself nearly two miles 
in a direct line from the land. At1:45 
slack water commenced, and Webb being 
still fresh, he was able with this advan 
to increase the direct distance between 
himself and the shore rapidly. The 
strokes now averaged twenty-two per min- 
ute, and that speed he regularly continued 
forseveral hours. At2:30 a little rain fell, but 
it speedily passed off, and a quarter of an 
hour later the swimmer took his first re- 
freshment, consisting of a small cup of ale. 
He took no solid food whatever while in 
the water ; the only nutriment given him 
being coffee, ale, brandy,and beef tea, At 
three o'clock the flood tide began to be 
felt, drifting him north-east, although he 
always kept his face direct to the opposite 
coast. At 3:25 it was estimatedthat Webb 
was four miles from land, and the sea then 
was smooth as a pond, — Another small cup 
of ale was handed to him at 3:40. At 
four o'clock the flood tide had brought the 
Captain back again abreast the point at 
which he started, and in the threo hours 
it was reckoned that he had made a direct 
advance towards the opposite shore of ars

The tide, 
however, was carrying us to the north-east 
and land seemed to get no nearer, “At six 
4.m. the high land was left behind, and the 
Village of Sapgatte appeared right ahead. 
The braye fellow took sume beef tea and cof- 
fc, and made another vigorous effort to gain 
the point; but a stiff breeze had arisen, and 
both wind and tide drove us towards Calais. 
An hour of weary watching followed, while 
Webb fought hard to make progress towards 
land ; but the tide and wind were too strong 
and Sangatte dropped away from ns on our 
starboard. A waste of sand strétching 
right up to Calais then became the land r 
ahead. It was now 7:30. He was evident- 
ly throughly fagged, and much distressed 
by the waves beating in his face. The diy- 
er again got ready, and jumped in, swim- 
ming side by side with Webb for a while, 
The Captain took some coffee, and the occu- 
pantsof the lugger and boatsgave him three 
cheers, which encouraged him, There now 
appeared to bea chance of touching the 
sandy shore, about three miles from Calais, 
and the coveted goal looked only, about a 
milo-distont, ‘Ihe Lreeze increased, and 
the lugger had to tack to avoid running 
away from the swim Tn passing him 
at eight o'clock he scemed ‘dreadfully dia- 
tressed,and the contrary wind and tide™ 
were buffeting him sorely. The point at 
which he was aiming seemed to drop away 
to the south, while the tide driving him to- 
wards Calais Sands left him apparently as 
far from shore as he was an hour earlier. — 
There is no doubt the flatness of the land 
was deceptive, for what waa reported as 
mile at 8:45 occupied nearly two hours in 
reaching. 


How these two hours were spent it is 
hardly possible adequately to describe; but 
the re two hours of the greatest anx- — 
iety to those who were watching the efforts 
of the nt swimmer, and of perfect 
torture to Webb, whose pale aud 7 :

Thia law, which camo into force on the 


Isto? tho prosont month, is of such an ine 
portant character, and its provisions are se 
Little understood as yet, that we give bolow 
AstmMmary of its principal features. Tho 
objection to the Act of 1869 was that it 
afforted facilities of too oasy a nature for 
dishonest traders to relieve themsolyes of 
their dobts by going into insolven but 
that objection cannot be held against the 
presont Act, which loans, perhaps, a little 
too strongly in tho opposite direction, by 
putting a stop to voluntary assignments, 
Howovor, tho honest debtor, who is driven 
into insolvency, will havo nothing to fear 
go long as both ho and his creditors have 
~ to come under the operation of a law ad- 
ministered by our present judiciary. The 
law is, in olfect, 1 compromise between 
those who wish to abolish the insolvency 
law, and tho persons who adyocate such a 
law as a business necessity, It recvived 
~ earful consideration from Parliamont, and 
: onght to bo an elective moasure, basod as 
it is upon a long experionce of tho working 
of previous enactme Wo shall, there- 
foro,look with a great deal of interest upon 
_ its operation, and watch closely its effect

Prosperity in Ireland. 

& | 
The condition of Ireland is » if 
which in always of interest in Onieast Age } 
this is especially the case when anything of | 
4 favorable nature can be reported from the _ | 
evergreen isle. In former days it was un- 
doubtedly the fact that the population of | 
Ireland labored under ‘sovere disabilitiog 
as touching their material condition. Tho 
country was overcrowded, poverty prevail. 
ed, and was accompanied by constantly 
recurring outrage. Asa resultcapital shun- | 
ned a place the natural resources of which | 
are of tho most suggestive kind. But the 
legislation incident tothe last forty years 
has worked a wonderful change. Recent 
authentic returns show that the present area 
under cultivation is 5,331,056 acres, bein, 
an icreose of 62,651 acres over the return 
for tho year 1874. ‘The crops whichin- | 
creased in extent this year are oats, 18,474 

| 


acres; barley, 22,189; bere and rye, 411 ; 
beans and peas, 256 ; potatoes,7,852 » man- 
gel and beet root, 4,947; cabbage, 1,690 ; 
carrots, parsnips, and other green crops, 
2,490 ; vetches and rape, 266; meadowand 
clover, 37,244. The amount of live stock 
on hand in Treland is surprisingly large,the — 
total value being set down at no leas a 
sum than $190,000,000. The flax industry 
is represented by no leas than 1,380 scutch- 
ing mills, and is giving indications of much 
prosperity. One of the most pleasing indi- 
cations is, however, the marked decline in 
emigration. During the first six months of 
the present yeanthe decrease of 14,086 per- 
sons wasindicated ascompgred with thenum- 
ber for the corresponding pericd of 1874, 
And the day scems fast approaching when 
the desire toleavethe oldsod will still farther 
abate, Andespeciallysoifthe movementnow 
in progress to provide improved dwell 
for the laboring classes proceeds. An Tris 
hovel has leng since passed into a bye-word, 
But is now felt that on sanitary, human 
tarian and moral grounds the reproach ints 
plied should be speedily wiped away. Cy 
authorities hold that defective dwelling 
have had more to do with the depopulation 
of the country than any other cause, 
According to the census of 1871, the 
number of Manse houses in Ireland, 
most of which had only one room for the 
entire family of every age and sex, was as- 
certained to ery considerable, and in 
these were living nearly half a million of 
ersons, ich a state of things is to the 
ast degree reprehensible, especially when 
it is recollected that some domestic animals 
often put in a robust claim to share in the 
limited accommodation. The now peace-— 
ful condition in Ireland is giving promise — 
of such a better state of things than that — 
which has existed aforetime, that the | 
landowners are being encouraged to ee | 
improve the dwellings of the labori { 
population on their estates. A wretch 
house is not only a perpetual discomfort, 
but it acts as a repellant, out of which con- 
dition viceis sureto spring. ‘Sweet Home” — 
isa phrase which is entirely inapplicable to 
the condition spoken of, and affords none 
of those attractions which song has sancti- 
fied. If the tide of those who desert their 
country in search of a more congenial con- 
dition is to be stayed, nothing is likely to 
contribute so much to arrest the exodus as 
making home more comfortable. So far us 
wages go the Irishman is now paid almost 
as much as his fellow laborers in Scotland 
and England. Thisa yast improvement 
upon even recent times, but it is one madé 
possible by the general qnigtagh of the 
country, which permits industry to pursue 
its way without molestation. Tho hope 
rows strong, therefore, that the fact will 
be forced upon the general popalstiba that 
prosperity can go hand in hand only amid 
| conditions under which personal safety is 
secured, and capital encouraged to find a 
useful employment. It may be the interest 
of a few to keep up feelings of antagonism 
which periods of misrule, of reprisals and 
misunderstandings gaye rise to. Itis not 
for the general interest, however, that 
such antagonism should be fostered. 
Canada, as in the States, the Irishmen have 
amply demonstrated what they are capable 
of, and if left to pursue the ordinary in- 
dustries of life,uninfluenced by sentimental 
grievances, there is no reason why Ireland 
should not prove to all, what it is to thous- 
ands, one of the happiest homes this earth 
affor

The leading feature of the febrile state,

It was found that the amount of heat given 
off by the diseased animals was the same 
as that given off by healthy ones under 
the same conditions; hence, the conclusion

An Austrian railway engineer has had 
the idea of protecting the boilers of locom- 
otives against incrustotion, by means of 
copper plates, The front and back plates 
of the bottom of the boiler. of an engine 
were covered with a sheet of copper 1-25th 
of an inch in thickness, the middle plate of 
the boiler being left. unprotected. The 

ine was worked for two years on a part 
of the line of the state railways where the 
water wasofa very bad quality. When 
tho tubes were taken out the incrustation 
was found to be 1-3rd of an inch in thick- 
ness on the surface of the iron, and only 
from 1-15th to 1-9th of an inch thick onthe 
copper plates. The iron was in many 
places corroded to the depth of 1-20th of 
an inch, while the copper was entirely un- 
affected, and the iron plate beneath it, 
when uncovered, looked perfectly new. 
The particles of incrustation were larger on 
the iron than onthe copper. The cost of 
the copper covering is said to be from $50 
to 8150: per boiler in Austria. Another 
engineer, who examinédandreported onthe 
arrangement, says that the duration of the 
boiler is doubled or tripled by the appli- 
cation of the copper plates, which afford 
extraordinary security against explosion. 
The incrustation is much less on copper 
than oniron and steel, whichis porous and 
slightly oxidized, and consequently the 
vaporization is more complete, and thero is 
& corresponding saving of fucl. In the con- 
struction of a boiler to be lined with cop- 
per the iron plates may be of Jess thickness 
without risk; the weight of the boiler is 
thus considerably reduced, and, last 
ox for repairs is decidedly diminished. 
ALondon journal comments thus upon 
the above facts:—‘‘This combination of 
copper andiron in iron ships has been 
found very injorious onaccount of the gal- 
yanic action between the two metals, ¢
